When  the  company  president 
ordered  the  firm’s  lawyer  to  find 
a  better  approach,  he  changed 
the  warning  to  read:  "Inhaling 
causes  permanent  hair  loss  and 
facial  disfigurement.”

While  BSA  is  continuing  to  assess  the 
number  of  Boy  Scout  and  Cub  Scout  units 
that  will  be  affected,  BSA  national  spokesman 
Gregg  Shields  said  units  whose  charters  will 
be  pulled  from  public  schools  would  number 
in  the  thousands.  BSA  is  America's  largest 


While  many  churches  already  sponsor 
Cub  Scout  packs.  Shields  urges  many  oth¬ 
ers  to  get  involved  in  all  levels  of  scout¬ 
ing,  an  institution  whose  core  values  can 
fit  well  within  the  standards  of  most  con¬ 
servative  evangelical  congregations. 

Churches  can  help  in  two  ways,  he  said: 
by  seeking  to  pick  up  a  scout  unit  charter 
from  a  local  school  or  by  starting  a  new 
scout  troop.  He  pointed  out  that  charters 
involve  very  little  money  and  merely  pro¬ 
vide  individual  units  with  an  official  place 
to  meet  and  organize  their  activities. 

"[Chartering  a  scouting  unit]  is  not  a 
complicated  process,"  Shields  said.  "Many 
churches  find  scouting  so  in  line  with  the 
mission  of  the  church  that  they'll  use  Boy 
Scouting  as  an  auxiliary  to  their  youth  pro¬ 
gram....  The  values  of  the  Boy  Scouts  cer¬ 
tainly  fit  well  with  my  church  and  I  think 
they  would  most  others." 

The  ACLU’s  threat  also  precludes  other 
government  organizations  such  as  police, 
fire  and  recreation  departments  from  hold¬ 
ing  charters  for  scouting  units.  BSA  will 
seek  groups  such  as  fire  and  police  depart¬ 
ment  auxiliaries  to  pick  up  these  charters. 
Shields  said,  but  far  more  scout  units  are 
chartered  by  public  schools  than  other  gov¬ 
ernmental  agencies. 

The  latest  threat  of  litigation  is  the  latest 
chapter  in  a  25-year  assault  the  ACLU  has 
waged  against  the  Boy  Scouts.  The  ACLU 
has  sued  BSA  14  times  over  the  past  25  years 
using  similar  accusation^,  Shields  said. 

The  most  widely  publicized  case 
involved  a  U.S.  Supreme  Court  decision  in 
2000  upholding  a  New  Jersey  troop's 
removal  of  an  assistant  scoutmaster  after  it 
became  known  that  the  man  was 
avowed  homosexual.

Noted  psychologist  Karl 
Menninger  wrote  a  book  in  the 
1980's  v  entitled,  "Whatever 
Became  of  Sin?"  Menninger 
wrote  that  modem  sophisticated 
people  do  not  want  to  admit  that 
right  and  wrong  exists.  He  said 
that  people  seek  to  justify  their 
sins,  out  that  all  are  ultimately 
responsible  for  their  actions.  He 
was  right.  The  world  does  not 
want  to  recognize  that  sin  exists. 
If  we  all  admit  that  sin  exists, 
then  we  are  all  sinners  and  are 
accountable  to  God  for  our 
actions.  Saying  that  we  are  not 
accountable  does  not  make  it  so. 
Abraham  Lincoln  was  debating 
one  of  his  presidential  chal¬ 
lengers.  Lincoln  asked  his  oppo¬ 
nent,  "If  you  count  a  cow's  tail  as 
a  leg,  how  many  legs  does  a  cow 
have?"

Drop  (v.  7):  Drop  on  our 
knee?  to  receive  His  gift  of 
mercy  allowing  us  to  remain  in 
the  land  of  His  presence.  Here 
we  can  hear  God’s  voice  as  being 
a  picture  of  love  stripping  itself 
to  clothe  His  wayward  children. 

Roll  (w.  8, 10):  Roll  away  from 
a  false  sense  of  security  based  on 
your  going  to  the  "temple''  then 
going  ana  doing  any  way  you 
please.  This  is  red-handed  re¬ 
belling  against  God's  standards.

first  Passover  were  a  symbol  of 
what  was  to  come.  Hebrews 
10:19-20  reads,  "Having  there¬ 
fore,  brethren,  boldness  to 
enter  into  the  holiest  by  the 
blood  of  Jesus,  by  a  new  and 
living  way,  which  he  hath  con¬ 
secrated  for  us,  through  the 
veil,  that  is  to  say,  his  flesh." 
Jesus  is  the  new  and  living  way 
by  which  we  are  saved.  Jesus  is 
tne  Passover  lamb  that  takes 
away  the  sins  of  the  world. 
When  we  apply  His  blood  to 
the  doors  of  our  hearts  in  faith 
and  repentance,  the  Death 
Angel  passes  over  and  our 
names  are  written  down  in  the 
Lamb's  Book  of  Life. 

Since  we  all  are  sinners  and 
need  a  sacrifice  to  pay  for  our 
sins,  and  since  our  best  is  not 
enough  to  remove  even  one  of 
our  sins,  J[esus  willingly 
offered  up  Himself  to  be  that 
Passover  lamb.  We  owed  a

Heed  Warnings  against 
Disobedience  (w.12-15)  Jere¬ 
miah  gives  us  three  warnings. 
Warning  One:  Remember  Shiloh. 
The  temple  in  Northern  Israel 
was  located  in  Shiloh  and  had 
already  been  destroyed.  The 
warning  is  for  us  not  to  use  the 
church  as  a  hideout  for  facing 
up  to  our  sins. 

Warning  Two:  Remember  to 
Listen.  It  is  not  about  our  church¬ 
going  image  or  belonging  to  a 
social  group.  It’s  about  the  pres¬ 
ence  or  Goa  changing  lives  from 
a  focus  on  self  to  focusing  on 
right  relationships  with  Him  and 
others.  Listen  to  Him. 

Warning  Three:  Remember 
who  I  Am.  In  v.  15  He  reminds 
us,  "I'm  the  one  in  authority, 
not  false  religious  leaders.  I'm 
the  One  with  the  power  to 
destroy.  Yet,  I  long  to  go  home 
with  you  after  church.” 

Today,  we  have  no  need  to 
go  to  a  place  called  Shiloh 
because  of  our  sins.  We  can  go 
to  a  place  called  Calvary  for 
forgiveness  of  our  sins.
